Sunday, Sept. 2nd, 1888, must always be

Hymn 44th, ‘Being of beings, God of Love” 
was then sung after whieh Dr. Carman 
preached an able sermon from the text, 2nd 
Cor, 9th chapter and Sth verse, “God is able 
to make all grace abound toward you; that 
ye, always having all sufficiency in al? 
chings, may abound to every good work.” 
The venerable and distinguished preacher 


gained and held the attention of the large 
congrégation by his forcible and practical 
exposition of the subject. The discourse 


was rioh in illustration and enforced with 
) ary ts often quaintly but always elo- 
q expressed, He advanced three 
propositions: (1) there are some things 
that the Lord God Omnipotent cannot do; 
it was impossible, for example, for God to 
lie. The preacher in commenting on this 
topic contrasted moral and physical power. 
(2) Therearesomethings that God can doand 
no one can prevent him. This he illustrated 
by the wonderful operations of nature dis- 
playing the power and wisdom of God. 
(3)° What God does he always does for a 
moral purpose. God’s motive he argued 
was moral beneficence. He drew attention 
finally to the five wniversa/s contained in 
the text and concluded by enforcing the 
lesson that if we but meet the conditions 
the blessings will come from our divine 
Father. After prayer by Dr. Carman, the 
Rev. A. Campbell spake a few words ex- 
préssive of his gratitude to God for the 
nappy cirewr stances in which they met and 
the benefit which all were receiving by the 
exercises in which they were engaged. 
Hymn 43, “Thy ceaseless, unexhausted 
love” was then sung by the congregation 
and the benediction pronounced. The 
offertery at this service amounted to the 
handsome sum of $85.45. 


AFTERNOON SERVICE, 


A mass meeting and Sabbath school 
assembly was held in the church at 3p. m 
There was a very large attendance and the 
proceedings were interesting and delightful. 
The pupils of the Sabbath school occupied 
the centre of the church, their happy and 
intelligent faces presenting a very pleasing 
spectacle, Rev. A Campbell called on 
Rey, W. W. Andrews to engage in prayer, 
after which he resigned the charge of the 
meeting to Mr, A. A. Richardson, the super- 
intendent of the sabbath school, Mr. Rich- 
ardson after a brief opening address express- 
ive of the joy they felt on such sn occasion 
proceeded to introduce Mr, W. R. Ayls- 
worth, his former sunday school teacher 
and one who had ever taken an active 
interest in sunday school work. Mr. 
Aylsworth in his brief address. referred to 
the old memories which this ovcasion re- 
vived. The Sabbath school he considered 
as a good. place in Which the young might 
learn to do right. 1¢ was important that 
children should learn to ‘ink. He consid- 
ered that day a memorable day and hoped 
that many might be converted in the new 
edifice erected for the glory and worship of 
God. Rev. W. W. Andrews oJéo addressed 
the scholars enforcing on them the necessity 
of resisting the beginnings of temptations 
and of their seeking assistance from God 
in prayer. Dr, Carman at once enlisted the 
attention of the young people by his cheery 
manner and apt illustrations. He congratu- 
lated Mr. Richardson on his fine school 
which was a sredit to Deseronto. He gave 
some interesting information of the work 
done by the Sabbath schools of the Method 
ist Church in Canada, which had over 220,000 
pupils and 25,000 teachers and office bearers 
enrolled, He urged boys to make the. best 
use of their opportunities by striving to get 
an education and impressed upon parents 
the necessity of giving their children a chance 
by sending them to school, After a collec: 
tion had been taken up by which the hand- 
some sum of $100.48 was added to the 
building fund Mr. Richardson, to whose 
energy and tact the school is largely indebt- 
ed for its present prosperous condition, 
delivered a brief address referring with just 


pride to the help whivh the school had rend- 
cred the congregation in the past. It had 
now 250 pupils and teachers on the roll and 
was well equipped with an excellent library, 
papers, &c, He referred in grateful terms 
to the committee of the Presbyterian Sab- 
bath school who had kindly placed their room 
at his disposal while the church was re- 
building. During the seryice the children 
led by the choir sang several hymna with 
creat fervour. Several members of the 
Rathbun Company Band also leut valuable 
.asistance to the choir with cornet, clarionet, 
ke. This service was exceedingly hearty 
and an important feature of the day's pro- 
ceedings. 


EVENING SERVICE.

By apt 
illustrations from nature he showed the 
universality of law in that domain and ask- 
ed his hearers if it was reasonable to suppose 
that man alone should object to be bound 
by the laws of the Divine Lawgiver.

THE EDIFICE. 


lan of the new edifice was designed 
by the late Mr. James Totman. This plan 
entailed the demolition of the greater part 
of the old church, the tower and portions 
of some of the old walls only being retained. 
‘The Work has been carried out by Mr, Wm. 
Mitchell, master builder for the Rathbun 
Company, Mr. Robert Massie, of the sash 
and door factory, being the draughtsman. 
Situated-on the corner of Thomas and 
Fourth streets, with main entrances froin 
the latter street, the church occupies a very 
convenient location, the parsonage being in 
the rear facing on Thomas street, The 
building is rectangular in shape, built of 
brick, and is 60x45 tt with tower and spire 
135 ft. in height. The exterior has been 
well tuck pointed and presents a very neat, 
finished and attractive appearance. ‘There 
are two large doors opening from Fourth 
street, and on entering there a new feature 
is found to have been introduced; the pulpit 
platform is near the door and the worship- 
ers sit facing the entrance. The floor is 
graded and the pews in the main body are 
straight facing the platform, those at the 
sides being angular, A spacious gallery 
runs around three sides of the building. 
There is comfortable seating accommo: 
dation for 800 worshippers. The pews,etc., 
are stained a cherry red color, ‘The plat- 
form is in the west end with neat pulpit 
desk, and ornamental chairs and other 
fittings. Behind the pulpit is the organ and 
choir loft. ‘Lhe arrangements for ventilation 
are complete while the acoustic properties 
ure excellent. The windows are gothic in 
style and are furnished with stained glass. 
The whole building is well lit with gas, a 
sun light in the centre of the ceiling throw- 
ing a rich flood of light into all parts of the 
sacred edifice. There is an air of comfort 
in all the surroundings and few congrega- 
tions worship in more comfortable circum- 
stances. The church is indeed a credit to 
the congregation and to the great Methodist 
Church in Canada. ‘The cost of the work 
may be placed at $4,500.

CONTRACTORS 


The contract of building the church was 
let to Mr. George Clement, of Deseronto, by 
whom the work has been faithfully carried 
out to completion, ‘The carpentry was per- 
formed by Mr. Clement and his brothers. 
Mr. J, BR, Booth, builder, of Deseronto, did 
the mason work, the brick and terra cotta 
material used being manufactured in the 
Deseronto Terra Cotta Works, Mr, Wallace 
of Napauce did the plastering and Mansell, 
of Toronto, the tuck pointing. ‘The paint- 
ing is the work of Mr. W. B. Graham, of 
Deseronto. The plumbing and gas fitting 
were doneunder the supervision of Mr, W.D, 
McRae, of the Deseronto Gas Works. All 
the work was done under the supervision of 
the Boardof Trustees who themselves con- 
stituted the building committee.

sold last week with the Londesborough col- 


lection—the ** black stone,” or magic specu- 
lum, of D-. Dee, who was so notorious an 
astrologer in the times of Mary and Klizs- 
beth, Dr, Dee professed to be able to call 
his familiar spirita into this stone, which 
magically reflected many strange scenes and 
afforded glimpses into futurity, It is men- 
tioned in ‘* Hadibras ” as the ‘‘devil’s look- 
ing-glass,” Lhe stone is merely a round 
piece of cannel coal, about half an inch thick, 
with a kind of handle at one side, and is

The Lake on the Mountain,

The basinof the lake is 
limestone, and although there are numer- 
ous fissures and springs feeding the Juke, 
there is no visible outlet, save where the 
overflow teeds Mr. Wilson’s turbine factory. 
There are numerous saline and sulphur 
springs. Another place of interest is the 
cave in the mountain which rises beyond 
the lake. The cave consists of a passage 32 
feet long, and high enough to walle through 
comfo ly. At the end of the passag 
one reaches an immense chamber, divided 
naturally into three ompartments,

Some interesting tests of the strength of 
terra cotta material manufactured at the 
Deseror.to Terra Cotta Works were made at 
Yoronto last week in the presence of distin- 
guished architects of that city and Buffalo. 
Anarch, for instance, measuring four feet 
in length and nine inches in thickness, was 
exposed to a pressure on one foot of its sur- 
face of 4,545 pounds, bearing the strain 
without any indications of fracture, The 
architects expressed themselves as perfectly 
satisfied with this test, as they would haye 
been contented had it showed a capacity to 
sustain half that pressure. Much interest 
was manifested in this new fire-proofing 
material which is fast coming into general 
use.

Maj. H. E. Elvord publishes the following 
letter received from Mr, Edward Austin, 
Glencoe, Md,, in reply toa request for in- 
formation as to the product of his herd of 
Jerseys :— u 
‘Twenty cows in my herd ot A. J. U. C 

Jerseys, being all the cows I hod that had 
dropped more than one calf, yielded 119,495 
lbs, 14 0z. of milk in twelve mouths, being 
an average of 5,974 lbs. for each cow, and 
every one of these cows bore a calf daring 
the year, The milk of every cow was 
weighed separately, morning and night every 
day except Sunday, when the yield was 
astumed to be the same asthe previous day, 
Calves were allowed to suck their dams for 
three days, and no estimate made of the 
milk #0 used. Eight of these cows were 
imported, und the others home bred. The 
lowest record for the year was that of an 
imported cow, over pwelve years of age, 
4,181 lbs. 6 0z,; 0nd the highest was a home 
bred cow, 8,383 Ibs, I have only made two 
butter tests for seven days among these 
cows. One gavo 16 lbs, 120z. and the other

The Indian Question. 


The Methodist Board of Missions now in 
session at Winnipeg in its report refers to 
the work among Indians as follows:—This 
work has features that are very perplexing. 
The Aad of the Government in treating 
the Indians as minors has a most injurious 
effect upon character, preventing, as it does, 
the development of a spirit of self-reliance, 
without which the civilization of the tribes 
can never be thorough or abiding. Prac 
tically the policy of the Churoh has been too 
much like thatof the Government, Every- 
thing has been done for the Indians, and 
consequently very little is done by them, 
The bands in Ontario and some of those in 
the North-West live upon fertile reserves 
where ordinary industry would yield a good 
return, and it is high time they were learn- 
ing to be financiully independent in their 
education and religious work, In spiritua’ 
results the Indian missions are fairly pros- 

erous, somé of them decidedly so.” The 

oard are correct in their conclusions, We 
should like to see the Mohawks of the Bay 
of Quinte, by far the most advanced of the 
Indian tribes of Canada, start an agitation 
for the purpose of securing relief from their 
present condition as mere wards of the 

overnment, ‘They would then be free men

ROBINSON CRUSOE’S ISLAND. 


Great tare, says W. FE. Curtis, in his 
recent book on Spanish-American capitals, 
has been taken to preserve the relics of 
Alexander Selkirk’s stay upon the island, 
aud his ave and hut remain just as he left 
them, In 186$ the officers of the British- 
man-of-war Topaz erected a marble tablet 
to mark the famous outlock from which Mr. 
Crusoe, like the ancient mariner, used to 
watch for a sail, ‘and yet no sail froin day 
today.” ‘Lhe inscription reads:‘‘In meniory 
of Alexander Selkirk, mariner, a native of 
Largo, county of Fife, Scotland, who lived 
upon this island in complete solitude for 
four years and four months, He was land- 
ed from the Cinque ports galley, 96 tons, 
16 guns, A. D, 1704, and was taken off in 
the Duke, privateer, on Iebruary 12, 1709. 
He died lieutenant of H. B. M.S, Weymouth 
aged forty-seven years, This tablet is erect- 
ed upyn Selkirk’s lookout by Commodore 
Powell and the officers of H. B. M, S. Topaz, 
A. D, 1868," No one ever goes to Juan 
Fernandez without bringing away rocks and 
sticks as relics of the place. There is a very 
fine sort of wood peculiar to the island which 
makes beautiful canes, asit has a rare grain 
and polishes well.

widows except the last. They were the 
daughters of the late Henry Hover who 
Was one of the firat settlers of Adolphustown, 
and who endured great privations and 
sufferings from loyalty to the British cause. 
At the age of 15 he was taked prisoner, 
and was chained toan old man, and was 
there kept until the old nan died eighteen 
months afterward, when he was exchanged 
48 a prisoner of war, and was attached to 
the command known as Butler's rangers. 
He was subsequently captured as a prisoner 
for the econ time but though all his 
sufferings remained loyal and true to the 
British flag, and at the close of the war 
followed it into the wilderness of Canada, 


und became oae of its most hardy and 
successful pioneers, The four ladics whose 
names are viven above are the only survivors 
of « large family and the question may be 
raised, whether among any of the families 
of the old settlers a similar example may be 
found of such remarkable longevity combin- 
ed with rare mental and phy sical vigour, for 
amoug them all there is scarcely anything 
that would indicate the approach of second 
childhood, They were all married in early 
life, and, with one exception, became the
